and the Budget 


The government at Ottawa has at 
last decided that the time has come 
to call a halt to further large borrow- 
ings and consequent increases in the 
national debt; that the current rey- 
enue of the country must be augment- 
ed sufficiently to cover all ordinary 
and capital expenditures, including in- 
terest on the public debt, pensions, 
gailway deficits, etc; that, in fact, a 
beginning must be made in reducing 
the national debt. As has been 
pointed out in this column on other 
Occasions, the desired result can be 


Taxation 


brought about in two ways, or rather | 


by a combination of both—revenue to 
be increased to cover expenditures; 
é¢xpenditures to be decreased until 


they are balanced by revenue; or, and |} 


this is probably the only safe way, re- 
yenues to be increased and expendi- 
tures decreased until they balance. 

The government has decided 
curtail expenditures for the time be- 
{ng by postponing the carrying out 
of certain public works, These, how- 
ever, are only deferred. But the gov- 
é¢tnment does not appear to have gone 
very far in the direction enforcing a 
more rigid economy in the cost of ad- 
ministration, There are still too many 

ver-lapping departments and branch- 
na of the public service; sti too many 
elyil servants drawing salaries for the 
&mount of work to be done; still an 
almost criminal waste of money in 
many ways. There if an absence of 
Gourage at Ottawa in tackling this 
Great problem of governmental ex- 
penditure, 

On the other hand, the recent bud- 
get does contain evidence of some de- 
gree of courage on the part of the 
few finance minister in the raising of 
& larger revenue by taxation, No fin- 
ance minister and no government 
likes to impose new and heavier tax- 
ation, but it must be done if Canada 
lp to honorably meet the obligations 
which the war has thrust upon it. The 
people of Canada realize this, and 
they are ready to pay, just as they 


were ready to fight and sacrifice that | 
All they ask | 


the war might be won. 
fe that the taxation be levied in a fair 


And equitable manner, based on the} 


principle that those best able to pay 
shall be made to do so, and that those 
enjoying less in the way of material 
wealth shall be let off as lightly as 
possible. 

While there is criticism of some de- 
tails of the new taxes, and a very 
general belief that some articles, 
which, under the prevailing conditions 


and prices, are actual necessities, have | 
been classified as luxuries, there is ay 


very general approval of the principle 
of imposing a tax on luxuries, of in- 
creased stamp duties, of an increase 
in the tax on incomes in excess of 
$5,000. These are steps in the right 
direction, 

From the standpoint of the agricul- 
tiral producer and the great mass of 
he consuming public, however, there 
s real ground for criticism that some 


to} 


action has not been taken to entour- 
age the work of primary production 
throughout the Dominion by reducing 
the tariff burden imposed on instru- 
ments of production. Increased pro- 
duction would so greatly add to the 
wealth of the country that the in- 
creased purchasing’ power of the peo- 
ple would more than offset any de- 
cease in customs revenue resulting 
from lower duties on the implements 
imported to promote that large pro- 
duction, 


The presentation of the budget 
again brings to the fore the necessity 
of some amendment to the rules of 
procedure in the house of commons 
whereby it will be possible to offer 
more than one amendment to the 
budget resolutions. At present only 
one amendment is allowed, with the 
result that any member, or group of 
members, who do not favor the main 
motion, that is the budget itself, and 
who do not consider that any amend- 
ment offered goes far enough, or too 
far, in proposing changes, are preclu- 
ded from offering an amendment to 
the amendment setting fgrth their 
views on the question. One amend- 
ment and one oftly is allowed, with 
the result that no opportunity is af- 
forded of presenting a third alternat- 
ive policy. 

This rule last year operated to pre- 
vent the Farmers’ group from sub- 
mitting their views to Parliament and 


/ the country, and compelling the mem- 


bers at Ottawa to record their votes 
thereon and make their position clear 
before the electorate. Unless a 
change in the rules is effected, the 
same thing will occur this year. In 
almost all deliberative bodies an am- 
endment to an amendment is accept- 
ed. It should be in the house of com- 
mons on the budget. Everybody will 
recognize the necessity for some lim- 
itation if the transaction of public 
business is not to be unduly delayed, 
but an amendment to an amendment 
is a safe limitation. Limitation to a 
single amendment only is too strict, 
and operates to the disadvantage of 
the country and prevents reasonable 
and legitimate discussion and presen- 
tation of views on the most important 
of all public questions, namely, the 
imposition of taxation on the people. 
It is time the rules were amended in 
respect to amendments to the budget.

Stop Entry of Imbeciles 
Into Canada 


Staff of the Medical Immigration In- 
spectors is Doubled . 

The recent appointment of a num- 
ber of extra medical inspectors in 
connection with immigration into 
Canada is understood to be conse- 
quent upon the representations of 
public health bodies throughout Can- 
ada that many imbeciles were being 
admitted to Canada without proper 
inspection. The staff of medical im- 
migration inspectors has been more 
than doubled and every precaution is 
now being taken to prevent incurable 
imbeciles from entering the country 
and becoming a public charge, 

Fifty percent of the patients in an 
asylum in British Columbia are said 
to be recent immigrants. Your of 
them are said to have been admitted 
at Atlantic ports, after they were re- 
fused admittance to the United States, 
In answer to inquiries on the point, 
the Dominion health department stat- 
ed that there was no lack of precau- 
tion at the present time and modern 
scientific tests were being made by 
competent alienists at ports of entry, 


Wireless Experiments 


Conducted by French Sloop Cruising 
In Pacific 


Valuable experiments in wireless 
telegraphy are being conducted by the 
French war sloop Aldebaran, which 
has been cruising in the Pacific near 
the Chatham and Bounty Islands. 
Lieutenant Guierre, wireless expert, 
will probably submit the result of his 
experiments to the international 
wireless conference in Washington 
shortly, He states that the wireless 
“reception” in New Zealand from the 
French instruments is of special in- 
terest to continental experts, as New 
Zealand is practically the antipode of 
France, It is claimed that the Alde- 
baran is carrying out for the first time 
a truly comprehensive system of mea- 
suring the strength of “receptions,” 
although an American had pioneered 
the way in this respect.

France-compiains even more than 
America of this expensive habit of 
manufacturers, A Frenchman says: 

“Take a stick of shaving soap, for 
example, weighing about two ounces 
and worth perhaps five cents. It was 
sheathed in heavy tinfoil, then wrap- 
ped in greaseproof paper and folded 
around with ‘artistic advertising mat- 
ter,’ explaining that when you bought 
somebody’s ‘savon pour la barbe, you 
knew you were sure of getting real 
soap and nothing but soap—an ob- 
viously untruthful statement.

Splendid Progress 
Shown-by Alberta’ 
In the Dairy Industry 


The fact that at the recent National 
Dairy Council Exhibition in Winntpeg 
to which exhibits were sent from all 
over the Dominion, Alberta carried 
away the first three prizes for block 
butter, and that these awards went to 
widely separated localitics, indicates 
the enormous progress that the prov- 
ince has made along this line in re- 
cent years, and that the excellencies 
of its products are not confined to 
horses, cattle and grain, The demand 
for Alberta creamery butter is well 
established. During the year 1919, 
there was a ste@dy demand and con- 
stant export to the Yukon, the West- 
ern States, Montreal, Toronto, the 
Eastern States, Belgium, France and 
Great Britain, In 1918, Alberta crea- 
mery butter manufacturers exhibited 
at nine of the largest fairs of the 
Dominion in competition with butter 
from all over Canada and in the allot- 
ment of prizes secured half of the 
awards, 

In 1915, the value of Alberta’s dairy 
products was $15,895,586, and in 1919, 
$31,625,000 — an increase of slightly 


less than one hundred percent in four 
years, Creamery butter increased 
from a production of 7,544,148 pounds 
valued at $2,021,448 in 1915 to 10,500,- 
000 pounds, valued at $5,512,500 in 
1919, Cheese production in 1915 am- 
ounted to 281,632 pounds, worth $68,- 
441, and by 1919 had increased to the 
value of $140,000. 

There are 55 co-operative creamer- 
ies in the province which are all com- 
munity owned and operated, and 13 
privately owned and operated cream- 
eries. In addition to these, in very 
large centres such as Calgary, Ed- 
monton, Medicine Hat and Leth- 
bridge, there are large centralized 
creameries, or, as they are called, cen- 
tralized dairies. The latter operate 
collection branches or cream buying 
stations along the railroad lines. 

Cheese production does not grow in 
proportion with butter making, the 
farmers of Alberta preferring to sell 
the cream and feed the milk to grow- 
ing stock. Eleven cheese factories 
are in operation throughout the pro- 
vince, 


Scotch Are Coming Here 


Slowness of Industrial Reconstruction 
In Old Land Creates 


Unrest 

A letter from Glasgow, Scotland, 
says: At the moment there are more 
people desirous of leaving this coun- 
try and going to Canada than ever 
before. All the available steamship 
berths from Glasgow are booked un- 
til the middle of summer, It is also 
estimated that already there have 
been more applications for passage 
to New York than there were in the 
early months of any year before the 
war. 

To Canada there are so many pros- 
pective immigrants that the shipping 
companies engaged in the Glasgow 
St. Lawrence service cannot guaran- 
tee passages earlier than July. 

It is evident, therefore, that there 
is a general inclination to leave the 
United Kingdom, and to take up life 
in the United “States and Canada. 
For a short time after the hostilities 
closed it seemed that settlement at 
home would appeal strongly to ex- 
service men, The government prom- 
ised them land and houses on reason- 
able terms. But the process of indus- 
trial and social reconstruction has 
dypcen slow, and the land and houses 
*'scem still very far off. Besides, there 

is a good deal of unemployment, 
caused mainly by the confusion into 
which industry has drifted as a result 
of the stopping of war work, and the 
lack of new industries to absorb all 
the war workers. 


Kill Weeds With Salt 


Three Days’ Application Will Pene- 
trate to the Roots 

Strong growing weeds with elabor- 
ate roots are often difficult to kill. 
sometimes they cannot be lifted with- 
out damage to adjoining plants; yet 
to cut off the surface foliage and to 
leave the roots in the ground is no 
good at all, After this the weed may 
grow more vigorously than ever, 

Any weed may be killed in this way. 
Cut off the top growth down to the 
ground, Then scoop our the central 
stalk as much as possible and fill the 
little cavity with salt. If possible, do 
this in dry weather, When rain oc- 
curs and the salt dissolves, quickly 
place a fresh amount on the root. At 


et the end of three days (if the salt has 


not been washed away) it will have 
penetrated to every part of the root 
and the weed will never give any 
more trouble. 


The Cheapest Thing in the World 

The cheapest thing in the world is 
good paint—no matter what it costs. 
The Dutch say: “Good paint costs 
nothing.” This means that the paint, 
in conserving valuable materials, 
saves far more than it costs. 

It follows that all woodwork should 
be painted to prevent decay; all steel

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Trees on the 
Prairies 


Success of the Free Distribution Plan 
Has Been Amply Dem- 
onstrated 


In was in 1901 that the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior began to send out trees to the 
farmers in the prairie provinces to 
plant shelter-belts about their build- 
ings and fields, Since that time over 
five million seedlings and cuttings 
have been sent out from the Domin- 
ion Forest Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, and the branch nursery recent- 
ly established near Saskatoon. The 
success of this plan of free distribu- 
tion of trees is shown not only in 
the increasing use made of it by far- 
mers of the prairie provinces, but also 
by the fact that this system of free 


it stands or in a modified form by 
other important administrative bod- 
ies. The provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec; although their conditions are 
very different from those of the prai- 
rie provinces, have applied the plan 
in a modified form to farmers’ wood- 
lots. The United States Department 
of Agriculture, after a careful study 
of the system in Canada, applied it 
to the prairie states. At present sev- 
eral thousand farmers in the Canad- 
ian west are receiving trees annually, 
and this number will doubtless now 
be increased seeing that the war is 
over, and the farmers have more time. 
It is hoped to stimilate the tree 
planting in the Prairie Provinces by 
organizing each small community this 
summer, and there will be close co- 
operation with the Dominion Govy- 
ernment’s tree-planting nursery at In- 
dian Head, With the idea of demon- 
strating to the farmers~the advantage 
derived from planting shelter belts of 
trees, the Canadian Forestry Associa- 
tion will send a “tree-planting demon- 
stration car” through Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. Instructive 
talks and motion picture displays of 
tree-planting will be given.

it collects and distributes mail for the 
benefit of seamen on vessels passing 
through the strait. No postmaster or 
postmistress officiates here, nor can 
one buy a postage stamp or ask intel- 
ligent questions about the probable 
length of time before your letter will 
be delivered. In fact, it is without of- 
ficials, postmen, stamps, scales, post- 
marks, or any other visible attribute 
of an ordinary post office. The ves- 
sels that make use of it know where 
it is, and look for a certain high cliff 
from whose top a long chain hangs to 
the bottom, with a barrel attached. 
This is the post office. The vessel 
stops, a boat is lowered, and the post 
office visited. Very likely there will 
be a number of letters, left there by 
other vessels passing through the 
strait and addressed to seamen on 
vessels that were sooner or later like- 
ly to pass that way, The latest com- 
ers look the mail over, may or may 
not find a letter that has been left 
for collection, and “posts” in the bar- 
rel any letters that may have been 
written aboard that particular ship 
for seamen whose ship are expected 
to pass that way and stop to see if 
any mail has been left for them. It 
scems an odd and casual way to send 
and receive letters, but the sailing 
routes of ships that pass through the 
strait are definitely prescribed, and 
the “simplest post office in the world” 
fulfills a useful purpose where any 
other kind is out of the question,

Opening For Business if Canada Can 
Make Price Right 
The Dominion Live Stock Commis- 


sioner reports the following informa- 
tion received from P. W. T, Ross, 
who was engaged by the Department 
of Agriculture to exhibit two cham- 
pion Canadian steers in France in 
connection with an effort to encour- 
age the export of Canadian beef cat- 
tle to France: “The price of our cat- 
tle, lean. steers, 400 kg. (or 880 Ibs. 
Canadian) is apparently 2,000 francs 
laid down French port; this is figur- 
ing on following basis: Price in Can- 
ada $85, at 11 francs to the dollar, 
935 francs, transportation $100, at 11 
francs to the dollar, 1100 francs. To- 
tal, 2,035 francs, 

The average price of Jean cattle, 
around 800 or 900 Ibs. for feeders, is 
about 1,600 francs, There appears to 
be an opening for quite a business in 
this line if Canada can spare growing 
stock at a price that will pay French 
herdsmen to fatten them, The time 
to send them across extends from 
February to April; a few might be ac- 
cepted some seasons as late as May 
or the first of June. Pasturage com- 
mences there right after the middle 
of February, and the first lots are 
ready for market by May 15. Those 
not disposed of then are mostly kept 
over until the middle of November, 
when fat stock sales are held. 

It appears from the communication 
received that the herdsmen will not 
buy on speculation or recommenda- 
tion, They want to see what they 
are buying. How this will affect 
prospective transactions remains to 
be seen as someone will have to as- 
sume the risk. 

The report says there is a very 
strong prejudice against frozen or 
cold storage meats in France, which 
apparently cannot be removed. It is 
anticipated that France will need to 
import beef cattle for at least five 
years, The principal supplies at pres- 
ent are being drawn from the repart- 
ments of La Manche, Mayenne, and 
the Loire, where extensive breeding is 
carried on.

Paying More Attention 


To Pure Bred Stock 
In Western Provinces 


The breeding of pure bred stock in 
the West may be considered a com- 
paratively new industry, for ‘t is not 
long since the days quantity 
was the idea uppermost in a rancher’s 
mind, and quality in his animals re- 


ceived but very little consideration. 
This was in the epoch of the huge 
ranches, but with settlement and the 
introduction of other and more inten- 
sive methods of agriculture and stock- 
raising, much attention has been paid 
to the quality of the animal raised, 
rather than raising huge herds, with 
the result that the stock of the west- 
ern provinces is becoming known 
wherever interest is taken in the 
maintenance of herds of prime quality 
In the western provinces breeders 
have always had the active co-opera- 
tion of the various governments; who, 
by an aggresive campaign of propa- 
ganda, the institution and work of 
experimental farms and_ intelligent 
distribution of high-grade animals in 
the stock-raising districts have striv- 
en to elevate the quality of the animal 
bred and eliminate those of the lower 
grade. 

The results of this intelligent co- 
operation are becoming more evident 
every day. Pure bred stock farms are 
now as common throughout the west 
as were the ranches of the old days, 
and the demand for their product is 
increasing and covering a large area. 
Each year many animals are purchas- 
ed by American farmers at the annual 
sales throughout the West and huge 


when 


Prices realized. Australians are ene 
thusiastic over Canadian pure bred 
cattle. Recently a herd of Holsteins 
were shipped to the Antipodes as an 
experiment, and so great was the de- 
mand that they could have been sold 
several times over. The outlook for 
export in this direction is so bright 
that a further herd of twenty-four 
head has been shipped from Vancou- 
ver, and it is confidently expected that 
a regular export business in Canadian 
pure bred stock will be maintained: 
with Australia, 

Holstein stock was first introduced’ 
into Canada from England, and now 
it is found necessary to introduce 
fresh blood for the revival of British 
stock. Canada, where the breed has 
arrived at such a high state of per- 
fection, has been chosen for this im- 
portant re-supply, and a special dis- 
pensation will be granted to permit 
the introduction, as the government 
does not permit the entry of live cat- 
tle into the country. , 

British Columbia has also supplied 
the Hawaiian Island with its first 
pure bred stock when, a short time 
ago, a consignment of Holsteins and 
Jerseys went to the stockmen of 
Kahalui, Island of Maui. A clear rea- 
lization of the importance of high 
quality, have, in fact, with intelligent 
breeding and the active co-operation 
of the Dominjon and provincial gov- 
ernments, raised the Canadian pure 
bred standard, until it has, through 
its own excellence, created the gen- 
eral demand which exists at present,

‘Pilfered Cargoes 


Thieves Cost Shipping Companies 
Thousands of Pounds Annually 


A despatch to the London (Eng.) 
Times from Sydney, N.S.W., says that 
the recent experiences have indicated 
that a gang dof men with world-wide 
ramifications are engaged in stealing 
from cargoes on their way to Austra- 
lia from English and American ports. 

The cost to shipping companies and 
merchants, it is said, has aggregated 
thousands of pounds sterling annually 
and the pilfering has taken place prior 
to shipments from the points of orig- 
in, during transmission and after ar- 
rival at destinations, At Sydney, 
£15,000 pounds worth of goods have 
been stolen since Christmas time, and 
other ports have suffered in a similar 
manner, 

As an indication of the extent to 
which the thieves are carrying out 
their work it may be mentioned that 
a piano shipped from London was 
taken from the shipping case and the 
case filled with bricks, 
supposedly containing costumes of 
silk goods, arrived at their destina- 
tion stuffed with newspaper, while 
boxes of merchandise from New York 
were filled with shavings. 

Owing to the finesse of thieves in 
extracting cases and re-sealing them, 
says the correspondent, it is almost 
impossible to detect those that have 
been tampered with. The correspon- 
dent asserts the sea captain remark- 
ed when the situation was brought to 
his attention, that he was pleased to 
bring his vessel into port with his 
funnels intact,

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British Methods of 
Destroying Mines 


Those Washed Ashore Are Rendered 
Safe by Experts 

Sir James Craig, financial secretary 
to the admiralty, in a written parlia- 
mentary answer to Brigadier-General 
Surtees, outlined a method of dealing 
with drifting mines. 

First, a destroyer from the nearest 
naval base investigates all the authen- 
tic reports of drifting mines, 

Second, the fishery protection flot- 
illas stationed on all principal fishing 
grounds destroy all drifting mines 
met with, 

Third, all merchant and fishing 
craft, with few exceptions, are sup- 
plied with rifles and ammunition, on 
application for mine destroying. 

Fourth, experts in rendering mines 
safe are stationed at different places 
round the coast, who render safe all 
mines washed ashore. 

No vessels are solely employed in 
searching for drifting mines. The 
number of drifting mines destroyed 
by His Majesty's ships from February 
to May 1 was 26. 


Lynching to be Abolished 


South for Square Deal for Blacks, 
Says Educator 


Prediction that the next two years 
would see lynchings and mob violence 
wiped out if whites and blacks only 
“keep their feet on the ground and 
maintain level heads in these days of 
stress and strain,” was made by Dr. 
Robert R. Moton, principal of Tus- 
kegee Institute, in an address before 
the Southern Sociological Congress, 

“T think I know what I am saying,” 
said Dr. Moton, “when I say that 
there never was, not only a more 
friendly attitude toward the negro, 
but there never were so many white 
people in the South who are not 
merely desirous that the negro shall 
be fairly and justly dealt with, but 
who are determined that he shall have 
a fair chance. This growth in senti- 
memt with respect to seeing that the 
negro gets a square deal is reflected 
by the determination of such a large 
number of Southern Governors to put 
down mob violence and to see that 
the negro gets justice, As a result 
of this growing sentiment I expect 
to see in the next few years lynching 
and mob violence wiped out.” 

Records at Tuskegee Institute, Dr. 
Moton said, show that thus far this 
year there had been six lynchings 
compared with eighteen for the same 
period last year.

Manitoba Government Will Help To 
Bring British Women Into 
The Province 


As a result of representations made | 


to the Manitoba provincial govern- 
ment by Charles Robson, who has 
recently returned from Great Britain 
where he was sent by the federal de- 
partment of immigration, to enquire 
into the outlook for the emigration of 
British women to Canada, Hon, Val- 
entine Winkler announced the inten- 
tion of the Manitoba government to 
undertake a policy of advanced fares 
for bona fide domestics. 

“For the present and because the 
undertaking will be more or less of 
an experiment, it has been decided,” 
said Mr, Winkler, “to limit the oper- 
ation of the policy to 100 women. The 
advance to each woman will approx- 
imate 50 to 75 percent of the fare and 
the government is providing for an 
expenditure of $7,500 this year. It is 
hoped that these women will be se- 
cured through a country-operation be- 
tween federal and provincial govern- 
ments’ co-operation,

Large Numbers Are Making Their 
Homes in The Prairie 
Provinces 
During the past eighteen months, 


large numbers of returned soldiers 
have availed themselves of the assis- 
tance given by the Canadian govern- 
ment and a large percentage have 
have shown their appreciation of the 
opportunities which the west offers by 
making their homes if one of the 
prairie provinces. 

The following figures will give an 
idea of the material help given to sol- 
diers who have settled in Saskatche- 
wan as compared with the total ex- 
penditure for that. purpose through- 
out the whole Dominion. On the 
10th of April the Soldier Settlement 
Board had approved loans amounting 
to $12,533,711 for settlers in Saskat- 
chewan out of a total of $59,894,115 
for the whole Dominion, the number 
of loans being 3,162 out of 15,540. 
There are in Saskatchewan 2,869 cs- 
tablished settlers out of 13,497 for the 
Dominion and 9,266 men qualified as 
settlers out of a total for the Domin- 
ion of 37,005. Saskatchewan also has 
89 men in training out of a total of 
617. 

Out of $60,000,000 in loans approv- 
ed, $32,704,744 is for purchase of land. 
$1,850,944 for the removal of encum- 
brances, $6,569,458 for permanent itn- 
proveménts and $18,768,969 for stock 
and equipments. 

A return issued by the board shows 
that soldier grant entries have been 
made by 6,625 returned soldiers on 
free land in the western provinces.

Huge Irrigation Projects 


More Land Is Brought Under Irri- 
gation in Alberta 

Another large area of land in south- 
ern Albetta has been brought under 
irrigation during the last few days 
when water was turned into the main 
ditch of the Canada Land and Irriga- 
tion company, east of the Little Bow 
Reservolr, for irrigating what is 
known as the Vauxhall district, where 
5,000 acres of land purchased by set- 
tlers from the United States, will be 
put into crop this year, The water 
will be ready for use on the farms. 

Water was turned into the main 
ditch from the Bow river intake, 40 
miles cast of Calgary, a year ago last 
fall, and since then the huge reservoir 
in the Snake Valley, known as Lake 
McGregor, which is nine miles long 
and holds enough water to run the 
entire project for a year, has been 
filled. Some wecks ago, water was 
turned from this reservoir into the 
main ditch to the east, and the reser- 
voir at Little Bow, which holds 
enough for a month’s operations, was 
filled. Now the water has been 
turned out into the ditches from this 
reservoir, 

The turning of the water into the 
ditches marks the successful culmina- 
tion of an engineering project which 
has been in course of development for 
a number of years. It is ten years or 
more since the project was first un- 
dertaken, and since then it has been 
through various reorganizations and 
changes, until it culminated in the 
amalgamation of three distinct com- 
panies into the Canada Land and Ir- 
tigation company. The main ditch of 
the project is 175 miles long, and from 
this it is ultimately planned to irri- 
gate 220,000 acres of land.

Good Prospects in 
Irrigation Block 


Swedish Colony on Bow Slope Are 
Prospering 

A few miles south of Brooks, in the 
eastern scction of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway's Irrigation project in 
southern Albertaysa very productive 
district has sprung up during the last 
two or three years. This district lies 
to the north of the Bow River on 
what is known as the Bow Slope, and 
has been found especially suited to 
irrigation. 

In one of the best parts of the Bow 
Slope is the Swedish colony of Up- 
land, which was established in 1918 
and which now has a population of | 
about 300 people and an urea close to| 
8,500 acres under crop. In 1918 the 
acreage under crop was 600, in 1919 
2,200 acres were cropped and this 
year an authoritative source states 
that 8,362 acres of land has been seed- 
ed. 

The Bow Slope produced heavy 
crops last year and the scettlets there 
look for heavy production in 1920, as 
conditions are in every way a great 
deal more favorable. About 4,000 
acres of the total area in crop is be- 
ing seeded to flax, it having proved a 
splendid crop, especially on new brok- 
en land, Last year as high as 23 
bushels to the acre Was raised on Bow 
Slope farms. As the land is getting 
in better shape, alfalfa is being plant- 
ed, and already about 200 acres are 
under that seed, made up of small 
plots on various farms, 

Throughout the whole irrigation 
block, moisture conditions are excel- 
lent,, and a great deal of breaking is 
being done. Many farmers have been 
working night and day, both to get in! 
all the wheat possible and to-prepare | 
new land for crop. On the farms of | 
the Duke of Sutherland work has| 
been done in two shifts and wheat! 
seeding is now completed with two] 
thousand acres in crop, 

Notwithstanding there is sufficient 
moisture everywhere for rapid gerin- 
ination, preparations for irrigating are | 


| being made and every possible min- 


ute is being taken advantage of to 
get the ditches in shape and ready for 
the water which is expected to be 
turned on within the next week, or, 
at the very latest, by the first of June.
